But the hard, inexorable, stark fact is th at 
before the next harvest m illions of innocent children, 
women and m en in Belgium and the other occupied 
democracies will be faced w ith starvation and dis­ 
ease. 
T h at fact cannot be dismissed Nor can remedy 
be found overnight after 
these 
hideous calam ities 
an* upon us. They require m onths for organization.

search for a m ethod of th eir saving. 
And there Is 
no need to feed G erm ans in th a t saving.” 
If H erbert Hoover had abandoned the C hristian 
duty of feeding the hungry a quarter of a century ago 
as readily as some forgetful A m ericans have presum ed 
he would abandon it under the difficulties of this 
new war, they never would have heard of him in the 
first place. His countrym en will hope, for his sake 
and for their own, th at he will find a way to furnish 
food to Europeans if and when it’s needed, w ithout 
strengthening G erm any, whose resurgence of m ili­ 
tarism threatens to produce fam ine.

that basis," one high-ranking draft 
official said, "the bulk of the cas­ 
ualties would be among 21-year- 
olds—because they

the 
most numerous group.” 
It was primarily to avoid such a 
contingency, 
officials 
asserted, 
ihat (joe existing draft law was 
made to apply to men between 21 
and1 36, although another impor­ 
tant reason was to make available 
a, larger pool of manpower. 
M any army experts concede the 
conscription of men by individual 
age groups—Europe’s military class 
system —has advantages 
over that 
rn effect here. 
They 
point 
out, 
however, that the European plan is 
basically a permanent system of 
compulsory 
m ilitary 
training', 
whereas the United States’ draft 
»aw was designed to create an army 
rn a relatively short period. 
May Adopt Plan In Future 
“Three years from now," one of- f 
ficial said, “when we have trained j 
approximately 2,400,000 m en rang- i 
ing In age all the way from 21 to I 
36, we probably could safely adopt 
the plan of calling only those 2 1 1 
years old. Of course, if we could be j 
sure that we 
were not going to I 
war, we probably could do it now." 
Some members of congress have j 
been advovcaiting revision of t h e ; 
draft law to adopt

indication whether such

Proponents of

economic disturbance by bringing J 
men into the army before they have I 
started' their business careers, and I 
would result in fewer rejections for ' 
physical unfitness.
